THE VISITORS EXPRESSED INTEREST IN HEARING ABOUT 
SOVIET ACTIVE MEASURES, AN AREA IN WHICH DR. KEMPE STATED THAT 
CASCOPE WILL BECOME ACTIVELY ENGAGED. THE VISITORS RETURNED 
ON TUESDAY, 4 SEPT FOR AN ACTIVE MEASURES BRIEFING. AT THIS 
TIME WE TOOK THE OPPORTUNITY TO HAVE CNE/LIBYA GIVE AN OPS 
BRIEFING. 

LUNCHES WERE HOSTED BY ADDO AND DC/EUR; DINNERS BY 
C/EUR AND C/CASCOPE/WASHINGTON. FOR THE RECORD, ACKERMANN AND 
KEMPE (WITH C/CASCOPE AND DC/CASCOPE USUALLY PRESENT) MET WITH 
C/EUR, DC/EUR, C/EUR/N, C/EUR/G AND HIS SUCCESSOR, DC/EUR/G, 
EUR/COPS AND C/EUR/GCIL IN TRUE NAMES. 

2. IMPRESSIONS OF KEMPE WERE DECIDELY POSITIVE. DESPITE 
JETLAG AND LANGUAGE FILTERS (HE SPEAKS ABOUT 2-PLUS ENGLISH, 
THOUGH HIS COMPREHENSION LEVEL IS CLEARLY MUCH HIGHER), KEMPE 
WAS VISIBLY INTERESTED IN VIRTUALLY EVERYTHING WE HAD TO SAY, 

AND ACTIVELY ENCOURAGING ON MATTERS OF OPERATIONAL 
COLLABORATION. NO SPECIFIC OPS COMMITMENTS WERE MADE OR ASKED, 
BUT KEMPE AFFIRMED HIS WILLINGNESS TO CONSIDER ANY AND ALL 
SUGGESTIONS WE MIGHT HAVE MADE. ACKERMANN WAS PRESENT AS THE 
"GRAND OLD MAN" AND MORE ALERT THAN EVER. HE TOO LISTENED 
CLOSELY AND SPOKE AT CONSIDERABLE LENGTH ON BOTH SUBSTANTIVE 
ISSUES (E.G., GDR/SOVIET RELATIONS) AND OPERATIONAL MATTERS 
(E.G., COMPARISON OF EXPERIENCE IN BLOC CASES) . 

3. DURING THE 4 SEPTEMBER SESSIONS WHICH/'* /DID 
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NOT ATTEND, lAD/SEG BRIEFED ON SOVIET "ACTIVE MEASURES" AND 
OFFERED TO CONTINUE TALKS WITH KEMPE'S SECTION CONCERNED WITH 
THESE MATTERS ONCE IT IS STAFFED AND AT WORK. THE BRIEFINGS ON 
LIBYA WERE A SUBSTANTIVE FOLLOW-ON TO THE PNGLEAN BRIEFING THE 
PREVIOUS WEEK, CONCLUDING IN A REQUEST FOR CASCOPE ASSISTANCE 
AGAINST THIS TARGET. PASSING REFERENCE WAS MADE TO THE NUMBER 
OF WEST GERMANS WITH ACCESS TO LIBYA (WHO MIGHT BE JOINT OPS 
TARGETS). MORE SPECIFIC REFERENCE WAS MADE TO NEED FOR INFO ON 
SITUATION IN-COUNTRY (E.G., CONDITIONS AND MOOD IN TRIPOLI 
AFTER RECENT ASSASSINATION ATTEMPT), WHICH DIFFICULT FOR US TO 
OBTAIN SINCE WE HAVE NO PRESENCE THERE.
